tw o bicycles tied together. 
It was an epochal year, if we may 
repeat, epochal in the history of the 
United States for the nation was 
then entering into its birthright of 
the steel age. 
M cKinley won the presidency and 
Rentz began 
his m anagem ent 
of 
The News. 
Slowly, cautiously, but 
surely the little newspaper began to 
climb out of the sea of red ink. 
The 
farmer lad with little education was 
beginning to make him self felt as 
a manager, the circulation lists be­ 
gan to show improvem ent and the 
advertisers 
were 
loosening 
up 
in 
their advertising appropriations. 
That day, August 
15, 1896 Mr. 
Rentz can look back to and does, 
as the mast mom entous day of his 
entire life. 
For him it led into fin ­ 
ancial security, to responsibility: to 
influence and to power. It took him 
forever out of the class of the labor­ 
er and put him into the class of the 
executive. 
The printing trade was 
behind him and 
before stretched 
some wonderful years, but in those 
dark daj?s of 1896 the outlook was 
one that needed rose colored glasses 
to view in any optim istic light. 
Perhaps the decision was not his 
alone. 
Back of him was that stal­ 
wart spirit of his mother who Spar­ 
tan like had taught him to care for 
him self. 
Fortunately he accepted 
the offer. Fortunate indeed for him. 
but no less fortunate for The News 
for a weaker character would have 
ridden down with the paper. 
At that tim e The News had no 
linotype m achines which were then 
revolutionizing the newspaper in ­ 
dustry. The oppasiticn paper in New 
Castle had two m achines and was 
able to turn out its paper faster 
at less expense. 
Ergo, to com pete 
in casts with the opposition The 
News must have at least two of the 
new fangled machines. 
W anting them was one thing, get­ 
ting them was another. 
It took 
money, and the paper had 
little 
enough of that. 
The president of 
the M ergenthaler Company was lo­ 
cated in New York, the thing to do 
was to go to New York and sell the 
gentlem an the idea that The News 
would pay for the m achines, given 
time. 
Mr. Rent? had never been in New 
I York, neither 
did he 
know 
Mr. 
Goodnough. 
It was the tim e for 
direct action, for bold action and 
his first action was indicative of 
him then as it has been since, get 
to the source and get what you 
want. 
Selling an entire stranger the idea 
of letting you have seven thousand 
dollars worth of his product on a 
credit already badly strained is sales­ 
m anship, plus. 
After being ushered 
into Mr. G oodnough’s office 
Mr. 
R entz w ent directly to the point 
Not suavely, perhaps, not in what 
might have bem called the approved 
sales approach, but certainly force­ 
fully. 
He was appointed m anager of the 
New Castle News, he needed two 
Linotype 
m achines, 
would 
Mr. 
Goodnough let him have them and 
take a chance with the new m an­ 
agem ent. 
The very boldness of the 
propasal seemed to catch the fancy 
of Goodnough and 
he consented. 
The G o-G etter attitude that was to 
mark his every day as manager of 
The News had won, the paper would 
be able to compete with its opposi­ 
tion, The News was entering upon a 
new day. 


Chapter Four 


The office of the m anager of The 
News today is a modern affair, fit­ 
ted as one expects to find the o f­ 
fice of an organization such as this. 
The office of the m anager of The 
News on that August day in 1896 
when Fred L. Rentz took charge of j 
The News was hardly more than a 
name. 
He was the m anager in very fact, 
but compared to the paper he has 
built up since then, there was little 
to manage. 
But what the paper 
lacked in size, the personnel made 
up in enthusiasm . 
They made m is­ 
takes but the m istakes were those 
of zealous youth, m istakes that oc­ 
casionally caused embarrassment and 
loss, but nore often brought credit 
and circu’ation to the paper. 
As the manager of the paper Mr. 
Rentz war. responsible for the well 
being of the paper, but the duties 
were not such that it required the 
mast of his time in executive work. 
Eight or nine hours a day found 
him out in the com posing room, 
working at the case along with the 
other compositors. Press tim e found 
him m aking up the paper and what 
“white collar” duties were needed 
were reserved for the hours after the 
paper was out and from then on into 
the night. 
His salary as m anager 
was little more than a compositor, 
but far ahead in the distance gleam ­ 
ed a light, and that light was the 
brilliance of a successful newspaper 
that he determ ined he would some 
day head. 
To reach the light would 
take him years of effort and w he­ 
ther consciously or unconsciously, 
on that day in August, 1896. he 
dedicated his life to the New Castle 
News. 
To the observer with no vision, 
the job of m anager of the New Cas­ 
tle News was not one to excite the 
envy of a captain of industry. 
It 
was a struggling bit of a sheet, well 
made m echanically, but small with 
little advertising. 
The salary of the 
m anager was $18 per week, with this 
rather peculiar arrangem ent, that 
any week the paper went behind, 
Mr. Rentz was to refund two dollats 
io the owner. 
To his credit let it 
be said that they never got the two 
dollars back. 
W hen he assumed m anagem ent of 
The News the paper was put out on 
an old Cotterel press, slow and cum ­ 
bersome. 
Following his successful 
foray into the head offices oi the 
Mergant haler 
Company 
when 
he 
purchased 
two new linotype 
m a­ 
chines, he derided that a new press 
was needed and a Cox Duplex press 
was bought 
From 1896 to 1899 the paper was 


printed in the Foltz building on 
North Mill street. 
About 1899, his 
m anagem ent had begun to return 
profits, the paper was outgrowing its 
quarters and Mr. Rentz arranged 
with George Shaw to build a plant 
at the corner of Sycamore and Ap­ 
ple Alleys. 
It was a daring step, one that re­ 
quired courage and vision and faith, 
but he believed in him self and in 
the paper he managed and the deal 
was made. 
A new Gass press was 
purchased 
and 
The 
News moved 
into the building where it was to 
remain until it was forced to build 
its own plant, the modern building 
in which it is now located. 
About 
1900 a peculiar situation 
arose between Mr 
Rentz and the 
compositors of the paper, who were 
members 
of 
the 
Typographical 
Union. 
He was a charter member 
i of the local. No. 270, had served as 
i its president and when he assumed 
! m anagem ent of the paper continued 
! to work along with the union com - 
' positors. 
For several years this ar­ 
rangem ent continued but a ruling 
of the union made it impossible for 
a m anager to work as a compositor. 
1 
If he could not continue to set 
type, it m eant an extra man to be 
hired and the margin of profit was 
small enough as it was. 
To David 
j Jam eson his advisor and friend he 
took his problem. 
After talking the 
I m atter over for a while Mr. Rentz 
m entioned to Mr. Jameson that the 
j owners of job shops in the city 
: worked at the cases. 
“Why d o n r 
j you become the owner" asked Mr. 
i Jameson? 
“That's impossible", replied Rent? 
“I wouldn’t have enough money »o 
buy the plant. 
I think I had better 
resign the m anagem ent of the pa­ 
per.’’ 
Mr. Jameson asked him *o re­ 
serve his decision in the m atter for 
a few days and shortly after made 
him a proposition »hat he buy a one 
fourth interest in the 
paper. 
It 
m eant going into debt for five thou­ 
sand dollars a staggering sum so it 
seemed, and with many a qualm he 
agreed to bind 
him self for that 
amount. Fate had again stepped into 
his life and was now binding him to 
the paper that was more and more 
becoming a part of his life. 
As a 
part owner he was permitted to con­ 
tinue working at the case, bid with 
this difference now. he was working 
not only as the manager, bu? every 
dollar profit he made for the paper 
m eant twenty five cents for him. 
His one fourth ownership continued 
until 1911 when the paper was in ­ 
corporated and he was made a one 
third owner, which third he still 
owns. 
The other two thirds are 
owned by Mrs. Jam es Tolies Ray. 
a daughter of the founder, and A. 
W. Treadwell, of San Diego. C a l. a 
son of the founder. 
Mr. Treadwell 
followed the legal bent of his father 
and is a successful practicing attor­ 
ney in the California city. 
Thase were stirring days for The 
News and for Mr. Rentz. from 1900 
to about 1915. 
The paper had to 
fight for its very existence. 
The 
opposition was manned by com pet­ 
ent newspaper men also, and the 
battle often waxed warm and acri­ 
monious. 
It was not enough to get out a 
newspaper in the orthodox manner. 
The field of journalism was begin­ 
ning to step out over the bound­ 
aries of its early days and woe to 
the laggard who fell behind in the 
race. 
It took daring oft tim es and 
libel suits were the result of some 
policies of the paper, but while the 
suits may have been legally proper 
the citizens of Lawrence countv ad­ 
mired the paper for its forthright 
policy and every libel suit seemed 
to add to the circulation lists. 
The friends of the paper appar­ 
ently took it because they liked it. 
the enem ies took it to be sure there 
w asn’t some chance of a libel suit 
overlooked. They both paid for their 
papers and the profits began to as­ 
sume creditable proportions. 


Chapter Five 


If one were inclined to gloss over 
some of the historical facts in the 
life of Mr. Rentz and The News, it 
would be easy to say that all his 
decisions were based upon shrewd 
business acumen, that hr knew what 
the future held and swerved not 
from the course he had marked out. 
This might 
make easier reading, j 
but it is not given to the average 
m an to be responsible for all his 
fortunate decisions. 
Some higher 
mind intervenes at tim es and the 
decision is taken out of his hands. 
An exam ple of where such a de­ 
cision was made apparently out of 
emotion 
rather 
than 
upon 
hard 
business sense came shortly after 
the turn of the century. 
A bit ter 
political cam paign was opening, and 
The News was opposed to the can­ 
didate who was being backed by the 
m oneyed men of the city. 
Infuriated by this opposition. the 
men of m eans determ ined to start a 
newspaper of their own. but were 
wise enough to know that local men 
were better equipped to handle it 
than were strangers. 
W ith this in 
mind Mr. Rentz wa« asked to call 
upon one of the leaders of ;he new 
paper m ovem ent, a man of large 
means and wide influence 
The gentlem an stated his case con­ 
cisely to Mr. Rentz 
They 
were 
starting a new paper, they wanted 
him to m anage it. 
They would o f­ 
fer him $300 per m onth if he would 
come over and take the j«»b 
His answer was surprising, albeit 
it was honest. 
“T hat’s more money j 
than I'm worth" he said to the man 
making the offer. 
“I 
have been 
treated fairly by Mrs Treadwell and 
I don't believe I want to repay those 
kindnesses bv leaving her now 
“What 
salary are 
you 
getting" 
was asked. 
"Eighteen dollars pm week 
was 
the reply. 
Enraged bv the refusal of his o f­ 
fer and amused by the difference m 
money the gentlem an burst forth 
into a tirade. 
“You're crazy" said ‘ 
he. 
“We're offering you more than 
three times what you're getting, we 
h a \r monej* back of the new paper■ \ 
and w e’re going to succeed with it. 


I have never been defeated in any­ 
thing I have started out to accom ­ 
plish and if you insist upon being a 
fool w( U break The News and you 
too." 
R entz was still close enough »o 
his farm days to m eet action with 
action. 
He was no m atch for the 
wealthy individual in argum ent but 
he knew how to express 
him self 
forcibly. 
G etting up from his chair 
he put on his ha? and said, “go 
ahead. 
You migh» be able to break 
us but you’re going to have a real 
| fight on your hands. 
If that's all 
you have to say I ’ll get back to The 
I News. 
I'm busy and I haven’t any 
j more time to w aste.” 
The group of moneyed men staried 
their paper and for a time it looked 
as though they m ight succeed in 
their endeavor to drive The News 
, out of business. The day cam e when 
the sam e man who had made th° 
j offer was glad to sell his holdings 
for a third of what he had paid for 
! them. 
The News continued doing 
business, the day came when the 
new paper disappeared. 
H;. grati­ 
tude to Mrs, Treadwell for giving 
him a rhance had dictated his de­ 
cision. but the queer old Lady, Fate 
had decreed that w hat appeared to 
be a 
monumen»al financial error, 
turned out to be a smart piece of 
business. 
The com petition between *h^ pa­ 
pers was keen, but ’he relations w ith 
the 
paper« 
in adjoining 
counties 
were amicable. 
An exam ple of how 
far Rentz would go to help a n eig h ­ 
bor was best exem plified in the flood 
of 1913. 
The Shenango river had gon^ nn 
one of its periodical ram pages with 
the difference that in March, 1913. 
it vaulted its bands flooded the city 
of Sharon and spread out over New 
Castle and the surrounding terri­ 
tory. 
The Sharon Herald was d i­ 
rectly in the path of the flood and 
went out early. 
W hen he heard of *he m isfortune 
of the Sharon paper Mr. Rentz got 
in touch with the m anagem er.’ and 
said, “come down to New Castle with 
your copy and your ads and print 
your paper on our press until you 
get back on your feet.” 
They did 
and for a month the Sharon Herald 
was a morning newspaper, published 
in New Castle, 
Bv 1915 The News was definitely 
a success. 
Not the success it w v 
still to achieve, buta 
substantial 
daily newspaper, serving its territor • 
w ith a live newspaper, m aking a 
profit and doing its share to pro­ 
mote the welfare of the people it 
served. 
By this time his daily column 
Hints and Dints was as much a 
pert of the paper as the masthead, 
it was begun as a few daily pieces 
of homely philosophy, it developed 
into a column of passing comment 
; that was not always polished in its 
construction 
but 
usually 
got 
its 
m essage across in a forceful m an­ 
ner. 
A master of English and com ­ 
position cculd never have written 
Hints and Dints. 
1» was then ar.6 
still 
l s a reflection of the man w h o 
writes it. 
At tim es highly aggres­ 
sive. never written in the style of an 
Oscar Yilde. but pungen*, pointed 
and timely. 
Philosophy is there, though garb­ 
ed in hom ely clothes at times, humor 
is there of a brusque nature, bur 
Hints and Dints is peculiarly Fred 
L. Rentz. 
Another writer m ight 
some day take over the title, but the 
body of the column will never b® 
the same. 
As he developed the paper Mr. 
Rentz was on the alert for featu irs 
that would add to the appeal of the 
paper 
On one of his trip« into New 
York to attend the American News­ 
paper Publishers Convention a fea­ 
ture syndicate called his attention 
to the work of a hardly known ar­ 
tist. George McManus. 
The voting 
man had a series he called “Bring­ 
ing Up Father" in which a charact­ 
er by nam e Jiggs was bossed by hi* 
wife Maggie. 
The humor of the strip appealed 
to Mr. Rentz and he contracted for 
it. 
The News was one of the first 
newspapers in the United States to 
get “Bringing Up Father" and it has 
appeared every day since then. 
A 
file of The News would be r> collec­ 
tion of all the daily strips of “Bring­ 
ing Up Father." 


Chapter Six 
Between the tim e The News went 
into its new building at Sycamore 
and Apple Alleys, and the entrance 
of the United States into the world 
war, the developm ents of the plant 
and the man were gradual but cer­ 
tain.

Employed Mr. Rentz 
Tells Of Early Days

“ Fifty years Ls a long tim e to look 
* ck and recall a fourteen year old 
ov w ho sta rte d to work for you, 
n d yet it seem s a relatively short 
Ime Since July 30. 1182, w hen young 
Yed R entz cam e in from th e farm 
p s ta r t learning 
his trade as a 
•rinter. 
T h ere was little to m ark him th en 
rom 
th e average youngster 
who 
n tere d a printing room as an ap- 
rontice. 
He was a burly youngs- 
?r, large h a n d s and broad should- 
rs, n o t w hat you would call a col- 
ir ad in looks, but he was strong 
nd he would work. 
T h a t was all 
e asked. 
If perhaps now and th en 
is tem p er left a n even keel an d he 
ngaged in a battle with some other 
id. we overlooked it, for in those 
ays arg u m en ts were oftener set- 
ed by braw n th a n they were by 
ra m . 
I h a d been with th e paper for over 
vear. startin g w ith W. J. B annon, 
g ra n d old c h a ra c te r whose h ealth 
a’s failing. 
Som etim e after I came 
> T h e New's Mr. B a n n o n ’s health 
iiled to such an extent th a t he left 
id I was m ade forem an. 
It w asn't 
big shop, there were but four m en 
believe and myself, and while I 
id th e title of forem an, it was my 
,b m tu rn out as m uch work as any 
th e men. 
Not Afraid Of tVork. 
Fred was never afraid cf work. No 
a tt'T how rushed we got. or w hat 
i was asked to do. he did it w ill-i 


inglv and while he m ay have been a 
bit careless in the m a tte r of dress, 
I can tru th fu lly say he was never 
careless about his work. 
He seemed 
fired with a zeal to become an ex­ 
pert p rin ter and he was one a p p re n ­ 
tice th a t never pied a page. 
T h a t sam e carefulness was tru e of 
the other m en about the place. 
In 
eleven years th a t I was with The 
News, we never pied a page and th a t 
I believe is a record for any office. 
In those days we set all the type by 
h an d and assembled th e pages on 
the com positor’s stone. Each colum n 
had to be justified or m ade abso­ 
lutely true a t the bottom, so th a t 
w hen th e page was locked there 
would be no chance of it falling 
through. 
M aking up pages now- is 
a lot different th a n it was then, 
a n d pi-ing a page was a com m on 
experience in m ost printing shops. 
Fred handled th e pages as though 
they were eggs. 
W ith those husky 
arm s of his he would pick th e m up 
and get th em to the press and from 
th e press w hen they were th ro u g h 
with them , and it seemed to be an 
obsession with him th a t they m ust 
not be dam aged w’hile they were in 
his possession. 
One am using incident of Fred's 
early da vs stands out in my memory. 
Roller skating was a fad then, and 
a ch ap came to work for us from 
P ittsburgh who said he was an ex­ 
pert skater. 
He b^v feci about his 
skill an d offered to bet $10 th a t he 


could defeat all comers. 
Fred took 
him u p on the wager. 
Old Colonel Thom pson th e boss of 
the dow nstairs acted as th e n ew ­ 
comer's m an ag e r and coach, and I 
acted as m anager for Fred. 
After 
m uch conferring as to the term s of 
! the race w*e went to th e old Z enith 
. Skating Rink in the Woods building 
and the contest was on. 
T he new com er was a good skater, 
a little fancier th a n Fred perhaps, 
but he was up against grim d e te r­ 
m ination. 
T en dollars was a t stake 
i and while F re d ’s form m ay not have 
been as smooth, his leg action was 
I stronger. 
W ith but a couple of laps 
to go, Fred was a full lap ah ead of 
the new -com er, w hen his opponent's 
skate came off. F red h ad the race 
won handily, but the P ittsb u rg h lad 
used the accident as an alibi an d 
wanted to run th e race over. 
Fred 
was willing but the referee insisted 
th a t there was no question about 
the outcome and Fred got th e ten 
dollars. 
Fair Play Shown. 
His fair play in offering to ru n the 
race over was indicative of him in 
everything else. 
He was a 
h ard 
worker either at his work or play 
and the tenacity of purpose a p p a r­ 
e n t in his youth has stood him in 
good stead. 
Once he was your friend he was 
your friend th ro u g h thick an d thin. 
Loyalty was a passion with him and 
rig h t or wrong he stuck 
by 
his 
friends. 
In 1891 I left T he News to become 
associated with C ap tain Cooper in 
th e haberdashery business and there 
was no question in my m ind as to 
w ho should be the new forem an. 
I 
recom m ended th a t Fred be m ade 
the forem an and he was. I was con­ 
fid en t th a t he could handle th e job 
and he justified my faith, but more 
th a n th at, went m uch farther. 
The 
News today is w hat it is because of 
th a t young farm er I took on as an 
apprentice on July 30, 1882. 
He has bc^n suc',r .Mul because he 
L'-lieved in hirrseif and in the work 
he was doing.

i lieved thoroughly in w'hat he was 
doing and once his m ind was m ade

Under the present judicial pro­ 
cedure in New Mexico there is no 
uniformity

upon men found guilty of identical 
or similar crimes. 
In some judicial 
districts, the judge will send a man 
to prison for an indeterm inate sen­ 
tence of from five to ten years for 
forgery, say, and in another dis­ 
trict another judge will impose a 
sentence for the sam e offense of 
only onp to five years. 
W hen prisoners enter the peni­ 
tentiary they compare their crimes 
and their sentences, and tim e re­ 
ceiving the heavier sentence for a 
certain offense feel that justice has 
not been done them. 
And it has 
not. 
This attitude of mind on th e '1 
part of convicts Ls not wholesome, j 
although in New Mexico prisoners j 
have accepted the condition with 
as good grace as could be expected. ! 
If district judges would arrang 
a meeting and reach some agree 
m ent on a minimum sentence to be 
given in cases involving identical or 
similar crimes, it would be a re ­ 
lief to prison officials and possibly 
obviate dissention inside the prison. 
The maximum sentence Ls of little 
moment. It may be 100 years if the 
district judges wish. 
But the m ini­ 
mum sentence should be as short as 
is possible to give under the nature 
Of the crime committed.

A man once branded as a convict is

If that man had been origin- 
ally given a suspended sentence, he 
would usually not be subject to this 
suspit ion. 
A suspended sentence al50 relieves 
the state of the burden of feeding 
and clothing the first offender. The 
bulk oi ?he inmates of the prison

Bio in this class. 
If they had been \ 
subjected to careful 
investigation j 
before sentence was imposed and 1 
given the benefit of mercy 
wheie 
this action could be con­ 
scientiously taken, the prison popu­ 
lation woul 
be cut considerably and 
the burden c 
the taxpayer lessen­ 
ed in proportion. 
In cases where the first offender 
should be committed to the peniten- 
„ I Uary, I believe his sentence should 
be such th at he can be paroled in 
the shortest time compatible with 
the nature of his crime. 
The prac­ 
tice of one of two judges in the 
state of sentencing a prisoner to 
from one to ten years is, in my 
opinion, good. 
This allows the pris­ 
oner. if his conduct is good to be 
paroled at the end of a year, and
